than five months of fundrais¬ 
ing since the team of para¬ 
medics calling themselves the 
Pedal Angels started an initia¬ 
tive to improve public access 


to the lifesaving devices 
throughout the region. 

Through participat¬ 
ing in the Heart and Stroke 
Foundation's annual Ride 
For Heart event in Toronto, 
the Pedal Angels collected 
enough money during the 


past two years to purchase 
20 defibrillators now in use 
across the region. 

“We thought this is a real 
opportunity for us as EMS 
personnel to make a differ¬ 
ence in Niagara,” Kerr said. 
“We came up with a mission 


plan to make Niagara the 
safest Heart Safe community 
in the entire province." 

In February, they launched 
the Wainfleet Heart Safe 
Community Initiative to focus 
their attention on the township. 

The paramedics carefully 


considered the locations for 
the defibrillators being placed 
at Wainfleet township hall, 
area businesses, churches and 
other public gathering places. 
“We have these natural

Kerr said the defibrillators 
will serve people throughout 
the entire area where they’re 
located.

Hospital parking should be 
free 

Another tax has been implemented 
on the aged, sick and those with a dis¬ 
ability. This time paid parking for those 
with a disability permit, which used 
to be free, both within Welland and 


Welland hospital. 

Ms. Stephens-Woods, vice-president 
of patient services, and Ms. Bourque- 
Wiley, spokeswoman, seem not only to 
work for tNiagara Health System, but 
also for the Ministry of Mis information. 

To put gated parking at the Welland 
site for everyone, including those with a 
disability permit, brings us in line with 
other hospitals within Niagara Health 
System, states Ms. Stephen-Woods. 

If this is so, then why do they provide 
for eight to 10 permit parking spaces for 
free outside of the new St. Catharines 
hospital paid parking area? 

To also say that the revenue generated 
from paid parking goes back into patient 
care is another misleading statement. 

The revenue generated from parking 
goes to Paladin Security, a private com¬ 
pany, whose aim is being to make a profit, 
something that you in Niagara Health 
System do not have to contend with. 

Any money left over may be returned 
to the hospital for patient care. 

As an aside, do the executives of the 
NHS pay for parking or do they have a 
free card?

DRUGS AND ALCOHOL 


Unfortunately mixing alcohol with certain types of prescription medications can be 
dangerous. Alcohol can increase the risk of severe CNS depression when taken with 
opioids, benzodiazepines and barbituates. Alcohol can also affect drug metabolism 
(breakdown to active components), or the absorption of some drugs. Chronic alcohol 
intake can also cause problems with certain medications because of the effect it has 
on the liver and specific drug metabolizing enzymes. 

Chronic alcohol use increases acetaminophen (TYLENOL) metabolism 
increasing its conversion to metabolites toxic to the liver. It is always best not to exceed 
four grams of acetaminophen a day, especially if you are a heavy or binge drinker 
because of the damage it can due to your liver. Chronic alcohol use along with NSAIDS 
(Ibuprofen) or aspirin can increase the risk of Gl bleeds. However, an occasional drink 
with NSAID use is not likely an issue. 

If you are a patient on warfarin alcohol can inhibit warfarin metabolism 
and increase your INR. If you change your usual alcohol intake you should have 
your INR checked. 

Certain antibiotics, and in particular metronidazole, has the potential when 
mixed with alcohol to make people quite ill. When taken to together a patient may 
experience low blood pressure, shortness of breath, facial flushing, and nausea. 

Diabetic patients taking hypoglycemics such as GLYBURIDE or insulin are at 
risk of severe hypoglycemia (low blood sugar) when they drink alcohol. These patients 
should limit alcohol to an occasional single drink. 

Any patient on medication for sleeping should be careful of alcohol 
consumption because of the additive affects of drowsiness and respiratory depression. 
Patients have been known to aspirate their own vomit and die from intoxication. This 
could be more likely to happen if a person mixes alcohol with their sleep medication. 

This same problem could exist when patients mix alcohol and opiates. 

It is always wise to consult your pharmacist or physician if you receive a 
new prescription and intend to have a few alcoholic beverages. Also please notify your 
physician or pharmacist if you are a chronic drinker. Even if you are not planning to 
drink while taking your prescription previous liver damage could affect how well you 
metabolize your medication. This could result in too high, or too low a dose for you.

Fifty new jobs

PORT COLBORNE — J. Oskam Steel 
Fabricators Ltd. is undergoing an exten¬ 
sive plant expansion that will create up 
to 50 new jobs in Port Colborne.
